1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. “Shall we adopt the new provisions of RSA 72:43-c rela- 
tive to expanded exemptions on real estate for the elderly, 
changing the eligibility requirement that a person may own ‘no 
more than $35,000. in assets) of any kind to a requirement that 
a person may own no more than $50,000. in assets of any kind?” 


3. “To see if the Town will vote to elect the Chief of Police 
by ballot instead of appointing same as at present, in accordance 
with ‘RR: Ly 59-1,/11, 21, 41 acts of 1943.” 


4. “Are you in favor of changing the term of Tax Collector 
from one year to three years, beginning with the term of the. 
Tax Collector to be ELECTED at the next regular town meeting? 
This article is in accordance with R. 8S. A. 41:B headed TAX 
COLLECTOR.” 


5. “Are you in favor of a three-man board of assessors to be 
the legal assessing authority for the Town?” This article con- 
forms to Chapter 41 of the State Statutes.” 


6. To see if the Town will vote to elect five members of the 
Planning Board in accordance with R. S. A. 36, section (b) of 
said stature for a term of three years as authorized, by being 
covered fully by the amended RSA-5382 in its entity.”

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,340. to re-route a storm drain and construct a culvert 
adjacent to the Town Playground on High Street in Sanbornville. 
Present drain and culvert cannot handle spring snow run off 
and fall and winter rainstorms. Result has been considerable 
property damage from flooding each year. (By petition of 11 
voters) (Disapproved by Budget Committee) 


16. To see if the Town willl vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000.00 to install proper drainage along School Street 
and Cedar Street. The section of such streets located in front of 
Sarah’s Spa, Telephone Office and Richards’ Market.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 
OF WOLFEBORO AND VICINITY 


Again, as in past years our agency is showing expansion of 
services in the seven towns we are visiting. 


3,111 Nursing visits and 623 Physical Therapy visits were 
made. Our contract with Carroll County Health and Home Care 
Services continues in effect and 3,934 hours were spent in the 
homes giving personal care and doing homemaking and light 
housekeeping duties. Adult Health Screening Clinics for detection 
of High Blood Pressure and Diabetes are now being held quar- 
terly in several towns, as well as at our table in the Rescue Squad 
tent at the Huggins Hospital Street Fair. Our planned Immuniza- 
tion Clinics are increasing in number and are being well attended. 


One of our biggest changes has been that of our name from 
Public Health Nursing Association of Wolfeboro and Vicinity, 
Inc. to Visiting Nurse Association of Wolfeboro and Vicinity, 
Inc. since Visiting Nurse better describes our function. 


We again gratefully acknowledge all contributions to our 
Fund Drive, Memorial Fund and other donations.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and 
town city responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands(State Forester) 
appoints a forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire 
wardens in each town/city upon the recommendation of local 
authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire 
prevention and suppression activities in his town. He reyulates 
the kindling of outside fires when the ground is not covered with 
snow by the issuance of written permits only when conditions 
are safe. He is responsible for suppression with the town city 
and state sharing the cost. Suppression costs in excess of !4 of 
1% of the assessed valuation of the town are assumed by the 
state. 


The State provides training for the local fire organization 
and helps coordinate activities between towns cities. The state 
also supports local forces with backup personnel, equipment, and 
supplies for suppression and prevention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 
1893, works well, for New Hampshire has enjoved one of the 


smallest acreage losses due to forest fires in the United States 
for the past 25 years.

Our meetings in the State House Council Chambers are open 
to the public, and I would welcome having any citizens from our 
District attend any of the meetings. 


The responsibilities of the Governor and Council] are so 
diversified as to defy any attempt at exact classification. Their 
activities extend to the appointment of certain public officials, 
to a general supervision over State departments, to State expendi- 
tures, to pardon matters and to a variety of other duties... 
State othicials and emplovees, State fiscal matters, pardons, com- 
mutations and reprieves, eminent domain and related responsi- 
bilities, State contracts and leases, public waters, State industrial 
and recreational interests and miscellaneous responsibilities. 


From time to time, as Councilor if I can be of help to cities, 
towns, counties, agencies and individuals, I stand ready to do so 
especially if the problem or concern has to do with State govern- 
ment. However, as many of you know, much of our government, 
at the local level, is funded by not only local dollars but State 
and federal monies are many times involved which means that 
several levels of government are involved. In such cases we must 
turn to our local town administrative assistants, regional plan- 
ning commissions, county officials and others for help and 
guidance.
